It’s been a rollercoaster ride for Northern Spirit coach Mick Hickman since taking over the reins 
from former coach Graham Arnold just three weeks ago.

Who'd have thought just a few years ago the club was capable of achieving such great success. 
We are the champions of Australia, kings of Oceania, and representatives at the upcoming World 
Club Championships in Spain. 


It’s all happened so quickly. But it’s been a memorable ride. None of it would have happened hadn’t 
we won last season's grand final. Who could ever forget that match in front of 43,000 fans at Perth’s 
Subiaco Oval.

Dino Mennillo paid the biggest compliment to his teammates this week after getting the 
chance to watch them in action from the stands since early January. 


Unfortunately for the hard midfielder he’s found himself on the sideline more times than he’d like 
having been sent off twice this season. But a reformed Mennillo says he’s learnt his lesson and 
is rejuvenated to assist the Wolves achieve more success, starting against Northern Spirit. 


“As much as | don't like sitting in the stands |’ve enjoyed watching the team. They’re awesome,” 
Mennillo said. “You see things from a different perspective and | must say you’ve got to admire 
the way we play. 


“I’m so happy we're playing well. Seeing players such as David Huxley - someone who doesn’t 
get a lot of recognition - and the work he does off the ball, makes you realise just how good he 
and everyone is doing. “Stuart (Young) is another one whose been doing a lot of work off the ball 
and I’ve also been impressed with Robbie Middleby. He’s very quick. 


Mennillo said he would have liked to have had more time on the playing field this season but his 
lack of appearances has been his fault. Earlier in the season he went to Europe to trial with 
Dundee (Scotland) and FC Twenty (Holland). On his return he found himself on the receiving end 
of a red card against Parramatta (Round 6) and was handed a two-match suspension. He also 
earned a red card against Kingz FC (Round 18) and once again was suspended for two matches. 


Mennillo was then set to make his much-awaited return to the team against Melbourne Knights 
a little over a week ago, but an ankle injury kept him on the sideline, again. “I let myself down and 
the team with the sending offs,” he said. 


“But I’m happy the club and players have stood by me. I’ve never met a bunch of blokes who 
have been so humble about their success yet still have an enormous sense of pride.” Mennillo 
spent five seasons with Adelaide City during the 1990s where he achieved much success. City 
made the finals five years running but never made a grand final - its best finish was a preliminary 
final against South Melbourne. He later spent six months with Kingz FC. 


“| never really felt a valued member of the team in Adelaide, but | feel wanted with Wollongong,” 
he said. “The coaching staff believe in me, which is a good feeling.” Mennillo also recently 
resigned from his job as an occupational therapist in a bid to concentrate on soccer, and the 
upcoming World Club Championship. : 
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“It was a tough decision but | had the backing from my lovely fiancee Michelle,” he said. “She's 
great and supports me in everything | do.” Dino and Michelle will tie the knot on June 16. 


But for now its back to the football field for Mennillo. By Nathan Simpson

The Wolves have captured the imagination of Australian soccer fans by qualifying for the World 
Club Championship finals in Spain. They will be up against 11 of the top teams in the world and 
the Wollongong players will be seen live on TV screens all over the world. It is without doubt the 
greatest achievement an Australian club could hope for. To get to Spain the Wolves first had to 
win the NSL grand final and then become champions of Oceania. The Oceania qualifyings were 
played in Port Moresby recently and Illawarra Mercury soccer writer PHIL MURPHY was there. 


{ was always going to be a magical mystery tour. Port Moresby definitely wasn't the destination of 
choice for Wollongong Wolves players when they set off for the WCC qualifying series. They had 
leard a lot about Papua New Guinea and just about all of it was bad. Don't go out on the streets 
after dark and avoid going out on the streets at all if you can. That was just one warning that the 
layers had heard. Then there was the water, the food and the diseases that had to be avoided. 


(he Wolves jetted out of Sydney on January 7. stopped off in Brisbane and were to be stunned by 
he oppressive heat of Port Moresby later that afternoon. It was something they needed to get used 
0. It was to become very clear that the floodlights at Lloyd Robson Stadium weren't up to scratch 


and games would start a lot earlier in the day than anticipated. As early as noon, to be exact. 


Playing at noon in temperatures as high at 38 degress was a frightning prospect. In addition the 
playing surface at the stadium was poor - very bumpy and it got worse as the tournament 
progressed, Port Moresby is a depressing place but the Wolves party were fortunate to be staying 
at the Islander Travelodge Hotel. Accommodation and a number of other arrangements had been 
aken care of by club chairman Joe Cachia and head of delegation Phil Torpy during an earlier 
act-finding mission to Port Moresby. Along with a late arrival, director Wal Boscoscuro. they were 
o become part of a very efficient backup team when the Wolves moved into their hotel. 


hey were fortunate to have a very efficient medical team in Dr Bruce Hamilton and physio Pat 


3rown. They worked in a very well equipped “surgery” on the hotel's third floor adjacent to a room 
occupied by team manager Jess Macchione and strapper Paul Watson. That area was to 
become a popular meeting place as players dropped in for threatment or just a chat. Every night 
after dinner, plans wouold be made for the following day - it was similar to a military operation. 
(here was definitely a touch of military precision about the Wolves daily activities. The hotel was 
a perfect base - it had a large pool, tennis court, a volleyball court and walking track.

(Fiji), Unitech (PNG) and Laugu (Solomon Islands) the Wolves advanced to the semifinals. 

[hat was were things started getting difficult. Venus from Tahiti provided a tough obstacle before 
he Wolves got home 2-0. In the final, it was Wollongong against Tafea (Vanuatu) and what a test 
of character that was for the Wolves players. By this time the ground was a dust bowl and it was 
another hot day. 


lo add to the problems, those Vanuatians could play. Goalkeeper Daniel Beltrame was called on 
\o make two fine saves before Scott Chipperfield scored the only goal of the game. At full time, 
ihe public address operator was coerced into playing that well-known tune ''Come On You 
Wolves" as the Wollongong players and backup staff celebrated a famous victory. 


[hat evening there was a low key celebration in the hotel ballroom with a number of people who 
had helped the team during their stay dropping in. Early the next morning, an Air Nuguinea jet 
(lew ther Wolves to Cairns and after four hours at the airport they flew on to Sydney. After warm 
welcomes at Sydney Airport and Fraternity Club, the players were to attend an official welcome 
lunction two weeks later. Great while it lasted, but the Wolves players were unanimous that they 


would rather not return to Port Moresby.
